States district court here he filed an 
action against the society, asking for 
the appointm* nt <; a receiver of the 
surplus fund; an accounting for the 
benefit of him self and other policy­ 
holders that may join with him in 
the proceedings; and an Injunction to 
prevent the society holding the sur­ 
plus. 
Brown alleges that th e so cie­ 
ty's officials have disregarded their 
trust and have not paid I i i propor­ 
tion of the net surplus. 
His counsel 
have issued a s ta te m e n t saying that 
the huge surplus of th o society is not 
legally retained from tho policyhold­ 
ers nor lawfully used by the society, 
and that the profits due the policy­ 
holders. except tho 7 per cent divi­ 
dends, is now attempted to bo sw'ept 
aside by the stockholders’ claims. 
Two other phases of the Equitable 
controversy 
are in 
court. 
Justice 
McLean in the suprem e court has re­ 
served decision in the case of Herbert 
G. Tull, a policyholder, who applied 
for an injunction restraining the so ­
